In a 
charge to capture a German trench he 
was badly wounded, and, owing to the 
terrific fight which was raging at the 
time, he was compelled to remain in 
the trenches for three days after ro. 
ceiving his wounds, with only first aid 
treatment. After that, when: being 
removed to a dressing station on a 
stretcher, he was shot again in the 
Shoulder and one. of ‘his stretcher 
bearers was killed, 

At the dyessing stations and base 
hospitals in France he received ex- 
cellent treatment and underwent sev- 
eral operations after he had sufficient- 
ly recovered he was removed to Eng- 
land. Here also he received careful 
treatment and attention and ranidly 
gained in strength until he was allow- 
ed to return to Canada. 

Mr. Harvey is still under the doe- 
tor’s care and leaves this week for 
Calgary where he will enter one of the 
soldiers’ hospitals for further treat- 
ment. He may have to undergo an- 
other -eperation.
